It was many 
hours before all the bodies were identi- 
fied. 

Bodies Wrongly fdentified. 

During the confusion several bodies 
of children were wrongly identified by 
pothers and taken away, only to be 
returned later the parents who had 
found’ thei: off-spring safe. In 
other cases parents ran about for some 
time uncertain whether their children 
were dead or alive. Many mothers 
fainted, while fathers cursed all those 
who interfered with their mad search, 
Yur lost girls and boys. 

For hours frantic 
streets calling for their 
forts were made to calm 
and many were taken into homes 
had not been bereaved so that 
might have< proper attention. 

Of the 700 persons in the hall 
than three-fourths were children, many 
of them having gone without their par- 
ents. These fathers and mothers soon 
rushed to the scene and added to the 
confusion.

SAYS DISPOSAL PLANT 
CAN CARE FOR SEWAGE 


Now Diverted Is Harmless, 
and Plant Is Efficient. 


Atlanta’s new $195,000 disposal plant 
on Peachtree creek is of sufficient ca- 
pacity to take care of all the sewage 
at present emptied into it, according 
to W. A. Hansell, assistant city en- 
gineer. 

Engineer Hansell was induced to 
make the above statement because of 
reports to the effect 
of the sewage sent to the plant 
ing diverted into the eaeak untreated 
on account of alleged smallness and 
inadequacy of the Alter beds. 

While it is true that one-fourth of 


treated, officials of the construction 
department deny that the plant is i 
adequate. Engineers Hansell 
Wednesday that the one-fourth 
verted purposely. He explained 
the reason the entire flow is not sent 
into the plant is because it has been 
found that to run the filter beds at full 
Capacity has a tendency to diminish 
the percentage of efficiency.- In othe! 
words, the process of purification de- 
pends entirely on the amount of Dbac- 
terial matter in the filters. It requires 
time for the bacterial growths 
hibernate from the raw sewage. The 
bacterial, matter attacks the sewage 
as it flows through the filter beds, and 
destroys it, thus rendering ‘the product 
germless. 

It will be but a matter of a few 
months before the plant is operated to 
full capacity, the officials state. At the 
present time the Imhoff tanks are 
treating alt the sewage sent to the 
plant. After passing through the 
tanks, thé sewage is partially purified. 
There is practically no odor, and the 
bacterial percentage is so small that 
there is said to be 
sanitary standpoint.

NN OGLETHORPE AIDS 


The Father of Superintendent 
Thomas, of West Point, Was 
Teacher in Old College. 


One of the latest subscriptions to the 
Oglethorpe fund comes from W. P. 
Thomas, superintendent of the public 
schools of West Point, Ga., and 
of one of the professors in the old 
Oglethorpe university. 

Mr. Thomas subscribes not only to 
help build the new university, but also 
because of the intimate relation of his 
life to those who have always been 
close to the Oglethorpe plan. 

His letter to Ivan E. Alien, 
follows, is extremely interesting. 

“IT send you herewith my subscrip- 
tion of $25 to the Oglethorpe universi- 
ty fund. 

“T am inspired to do this for two 
reasons: First, to give my little mite to 
the aid of the university, and, second, 
on account of the sentiment connected 
with said school and my family. | 

“Before Dr. Nathan Beman establish- 
ed his celebrated school at Mount Zion, 
Hancock county, Georgia, my grandfa- 
ther was a farmer living on Shgulder 
Bone creek, three miles from this lit- 
tle village. 

“When Dr. Beman, who was a cele- 
brated Presbyterian minister, about 6 
feet tall, and big all the way _up, 


which 


my grandfather Thomas moved into 
Mount Zion to educate his children un- 
der Dr. Beman. 

“My father, Dr. Francis Anderson 
Thomas, and his brother, Dr. James 
R. Thomas, who was for fourteen years 
president of Emory college, and their 
sisters, were prepared for college by 
Dr. Beman. 

“After my father graduated in Vir- 
ginia, Dr. Carlyle P. Beman, brother 
of Dr. Nathan Beman, came to Georgia 
also to teach school, his brother Na- 
than having returned to the north. 

“Just about this time, Oglethorpe 
university was established and locat- 
ed at Midway, near Milledgeville. Dr. 
Carlyle P. Beman was elected its first 
president, and my father was elected 
one of its first professors. 

“After my father had taught several 
years in the school, he attended the 
medical colleges of Augusta and 
Charleston, where he graduated in the 
same class with Dr. Willis Westmore- 
land, Sr. He afterwards located in Cul- 
loden, where he practiced his profes- 
sion. 

“IT mention these matters because my 
father often talked to me about them. 


The fact that his earliest young man- 
hood was connected with the infant 
Oglethorpe university, inspires me to 
want to do a little something for the 
rehabilitation of this grand school.” 


CHRISTMAS NOT MERRY 
ON THE PACIFIC COAST 


San Francisco, December 24.—Christ- 
mas eve found 100,000 men out of 
work in the principal cities on the 
coast. In commenting today on the 
many robberies, burglaries and crimes 
of violence of the last fortnight, Cap- 
tain Mooney, chief of the detective bnu- 
reau, estimated there are 20,000 un- 
employed in this city.

Article 2 of this pact provides that 
the parties “shall sign a special com- 
promise clearly defining the object of: 
the scope of the powers 
of the arbitrators and the time limit 


be constituted, as well as the procedure 
to be followed.” Article 3 stipulates 
that no one of the arbitrators should 
be a national of either Italy, of Den- 
mark nor be personally interested in!
